Their bid 
was ?342,000. 

The McCarthy Improvement com- 
pany of Davenport, Iowa, waa the 
lowest bidder for paving Section 20, 
route 22, in Lake county. Their bid 
was 5252,541. 

The road paving program In Lake 
county next season promises to bo 
one of the heaviest in history. 

Bids have been received la Sprinc* 
Gold for many miles of paving that 
already has been outlined but which 
could not be compIotGd this year be- 
cauBo the etato had exhausted its ap- 
propriation. In addition bids will bo 
received shortly on other sections of 
Lake County roads which It la plan- 
ncd to pave next year. 

Lake county already has the repu- 
tation of being one of the best paved 
counties in the state. Ita reputation 
win be Increased when the new pro- 
gram has been put Into effect. 

By having the contracts awarded 
this winter instead of waiting until 
spring the contractors will be able 
to have their material on hand early 
In the Spring und there will be no de- 
lay In getting the paving started.

the prosperity ho knew a few years 
buck? 

' Has the great agrarian dopreaalon 
■which hs ruined many hundreds of 
American farmora and sent thousands 
of thera away from the farm to the 
more remunoratlve Industrial centers 
played Itself out? What of the.Amer- 
ian farmer today and what ot his 
future? 

With the purchasing power of his 
■ dollar moved up to ninety cents as 
• compared to 1923, broHght about by 
the fact that tho prices of his pro- 
. ducts are considerably higher than a 
year ago while at the same time the 
prices of many -products he buys 
have decreased In price, the farmer 
today Is far better off than a year ago 
Prof. Ivan Wright, University of 11- 
linois economist, pointed out today an 
he discussed the August figure, Just 
published, of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture concerning 
the purchasing power of "farm pro- 
ducts." 

**There la a reason for optimism 
when one reads the recent report," 
said Prof. Wright, "and the sky has 
seemed so black all during the try- 
ing times the farmor has passed 
through look conaidorably brighter, 
at least for the preHent. The U. S. 
Department of Agriculture reports 
that in August 'the general Index of 
purchasing power of farm products 
has moved up to 90. the year 1923 be- 
ing considered aa 100" ", Mr Wright 
said. "For the same period of 1C23, 
the purchasing power of farm pro- 
ducts was 73. Therefore, with the 
farmers' purchasing powur having In- 
creased, the dollar to him today ia 
much largf-r than at the correspond- 
ing time a year ago. 

"The American farmer's advantage 
this year is due to good crops in this 
country while grain crops of Canada 
and many European counirle;! weni 
very much below normil. The pres- 
ent favorable prIco« which the 
American farmer is recelvlu,: for his 
crops may not bo continue i through 
1925; this would probably be true If 
the production of foreign . t:r)tmirieji 
returns to the normal, or near nor- 
mal, point. 

"Through careful management," 
Professor Wright believoa, "the pros- 



perity which has come to farmora. In 
the past nve months will rnable 
many of them to lighten their burden 
of indebtedness. 

"Unless this present period of 
proaperlty endures long enough to 
prove that it la more than temporary, 
the farmer aliould avoid any Increase 
of his Ilnanclal obligation. 

"How long can the farmor maintain 
this favored economic position? What 
can bp done to, avoid the recurrence 
of another deprossion In agriculture? 
Those are the questions that the 
farmers and their loaders should be 
endeavoring to answer upon the 
basis of sound economics and direct 
the ship of agriculture accordingly."
